precisely what we would naturally 
eXpect to result from the demonetizs- 
tion of silver, 

But, sir, the alm of all civilized gov- 
ernwents is to promote the welfare ol 
the people. Therefore, no matter wbat 
halion began it, or how Many were 
engaged in it, if it appear tnat it has 
worked a great wroug to our people, 
it is Cae duty of the American Govern- 
ment to co .me to their relief and use 
every meaaos in its power to undo that 
wrong. 

‘Loe care suggestion, though, of free 
coinage provokes a storm of indignant 
protest, and the friends of such a 
measure are accused of every con- 
cvivable financial heresy. [tis claimed 
that it would make the United States 
a dumpinug-ground for all the cheap 
silver of the world, and that under the 
operation of the Gresham law the gold 
would be driven out aod soon place us 
upow a silver basis alone. Just such 
a prediction was made when the pres- 
ent silver coinage iaw went into torce, 
and yet, notwitnsianding the coinage 
of three bunodred and fifty million 
standard doliars, we have acquired 
more gold than any other nation on 
the face of the earth. 

We who live ia the wilds of the far 
West buy the iron and steel of Penn- 
sylvania, cotton and woolen goods of 
Massacuusetis, the clocks and wooden 
nutmegs of Connecticut and all the 
highly protecied products of the Em- 
pire State. Ia every political cam- 
paigoa we warch shoulder to shoulder 
with you in the great battle for pro- 
tevtion to American iodustry, but 
when we ask you tu do justice Cy our 
silver—a product upou which our 
very existence depends—you shrivk 
from us as if we were unclean (bings, 
and accuse us of trying to swindle you 
with a 72-ceot duliar. A 72-cent dol- 
lar! lu the vawe of God,I would 
ask, who made it a 72-cent dollar? 
Did we? Does not our silver coat us 
just as mucb sweat and toil a» it ever 
did? Is it not as brigot and pure and 
beautiful as when Avraham paid bi» 
shekels for the fieid of Machpeiahb? 
Do we propose to put any less of i 
into ou: splendid coins? Wasit nor 
worth more tbhav your boasted gold 
dollar up to the very dav when il was 
¢ “elipped’”’ by uofriendly legisiation? 

If our standard dollar is a dishoues: 
coin, then every other silver coin in 
the world is likewise disbonest, and 
every vation that strikes a silver coin 
is a dishonest nation, 

-But, Mr. Speaker, I take a mach 
broader view of this question than can 
be obtained from a cousideratiwn ol! 
the local interests of Nevade. Nearly 
the whole of my manheod life has 
been speut within the borders of § tha: 
Saw. The aroma of her sage brusb 
plains, and the breezes that sweey,.

Now, sir, I have said that the bil) 
under consideratioc:s does not meet 
with my approval, I believe that the 
solution of tbs problem requires coa- 
plete, absolute and unqualified tree 
coinage, 

My great objection to the bill is the 
ao-called “bullion redemption clause.”’ 

With this pruvision eliminated, and 
ell opportunity for speculation re- 
moved, I believe that witbio &@ reason- 
able time silver would rise to it- 
former bar value, and the {ree coinage 
clanse would bold it there. 

But under any circucisiances my 
duty is clear. No measure can com- 
mand my support a8 egainst free

ANECDOTES OF BONNER. 


His Novel and Reliable Way of Capturing 
Wary Advertisers. 


I met William Wyse yesterday while 


he was ina reminiscent mood, and he 
pold me about his connection witn Rob- 
ert Bonner, which must have been tbir- 
ty yearsago. Bonner was then publish- 
ing a struggling paper known as the 
Merchants’ Ledger, in which be pub- 
lished weekly such special information 
about State banks and counterfeit wild- 
cat currency a$ was valuable to country 
merchants. Bonner set most of the 
type himself, and he was a very rapid 
typesetter. He won the prize in a con- 
test with the reputed fastest typesetter 
of his day. 

Wyse was engaged to solicit subscrib- 
ers and advertising. He would get mer- 
chants to let him have their adver- 
tisements put into type tosee how the 
matter would look in print. Bonner 
would set up the ads, and with a proof 
in his pocket Wyse rarely failed to get 
an order. He always insisted on a 
written order, ona blank form which 
he carried with him. “Mr. Bonner 
used to carry these advertising orders 
in his pants pooket,” said Mr. Wyse. 
“Sometimes he had so many that they 
bulged out like @ small boy’s pocket. 
But we had no safe, and Bonner would 
not risk losing any of them by leaving 
them in an insecure place. I remember 
once getting an order for an advertise- 
ment of a jeweler at $600a year. Mr. 
Bonner washed his hands and wiped 
them with a piece of brown paper be- 
fore he inspected it. I have seen him 
wipe his face on brown paper many a 
atime. We had no towel, but after he 
Saw this order he thought we couid afford 
to get a towel.” 

One of the peculiarities of Mr. Bon- 
ner, even at this early period, was the 
same dignified and consistent morality 
be has maintained through life. ‘‘I had 
am arrangement with him,” said Mr. 
Wyse, ‘by which I solicited advertising 
for other papers and divided the com- 
mission with him. One of these was a 
Sunday morning paper, but Mr. Bonner 
would never take his share of that com- 
mission. He said I could do as I liked, 
but he would earn no money on Sunday. 

“He never wrote a line of matter on 
Sunday, or did any work on that day. 
fie did not smoke or drink or gamble, 
and you know he has never aliowed one 
of his famous horses to trot for money. 
Once while I was with him he told me 
he would like togell half of his paper 
for $3,500 in order to pay off 3 mortgage’ 
on @ house he had bought. He offered 
the interest to me, and I could have got 
the money by going to my father for it. 
but I did not take the trouble to do it. 
Half of the paper now would be a for- 
tune in itself.”—N. Y. Press.
